The Bubbling Orient. 


In the city of Akko, a few miles to 
the north of Haifa bay on the shores 
of the Mediterranean, I saw the en- 
tire Arabic population follow in bois- 
terous procession behind a _ stuffed 
mannikin, then bury it and dance on 
the grave. The mannikin represented 
British justice. The incident is char- 
acterstic of popular sentiment through- 
out the land of Palestine. 

Life is moving here at the point of 
the bayonet. That cannot last for- 
ever. You feel as if you sit on the top 
of a volcano. One moment’s relaxation 
of viligance and this land from Gali- 
lee to Sinai would explode in an orgy 
of killing and looting. The British 
know it, the Jews’ fear it and the 
Arabs announce it. Everybody is wait- 
ing for the culmination of the revolt, 
which in itself is the culmination of 
20 years of bitter strife. 

Along the shores of the Jordan 
cruises a fleet of tanks and armored 
cars. Flat-bottomed scows,; equiped 
with machine guns, drift up and down 
the river. Vast numbers of horsemen 
have been sighted in the Transjordan- 
ian plain by the aerial sCouts. Bomb- 
ing planes loaded with tear gas roar 
in the direction of the Moabite moun- 
tains. Can the tribesmen be held back?

Yesterday the secret emissaries of 
King Ibn Saoud slipped into the Holy 
City. The British police is ransack- 
ing every soukh and caravanserai for 
them ... to no avail. What do the 
men of Mecca want here?

I saw an Arab boy walk along 
Jaffa street in Jerusalem yesterday 
afternoon when he suddenly went mai, 
drew a long dagger from under his 
cloak and stabbed the first man he 
met, an old Jew.

Vigeland Park 


Art Gallery 


One of the world’s unique parks is 
nearing completion in Oslo, Norway. 
It is the Vigeland Park of Statuary 
located in the former Frogner Park 
in Oslo’s west end. 

_ “Although extensive enough to have 
accommodated the World Fair im 
1914, the park’s chief interest now 
will be concentrated in its numerous 
statues,” says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 
“Many of them already stand com- 
pleted in stone in the Vigeland studio, 
waiting to be placed in the park, while 
models for the rest are already in 
plaster or clay. 
“The park has progressed so far 
since its inception in 1906 that vis- 
itors with imagination and with the 
aid of a model can begin to visualize 
how it will appear when completed, 
probably four years hence. 

Many Statues. 

“The park’s immense wrought-iron 
gates will likely be put in place this 
fall. Passing through them into the 
completed park the visitor will find 
himself in the midst of enough men, 
women and children to people a small 
village. ‘The statues will be grouped 
in such realistic, unconstrained atti- 
tudes that they will almost seem to 
move, but they will all be carved 
either from stone or cast in bronze. 
The general theme of the collection of 
statues will be the development of 
mankind. 

“On a bridge, 328 feet long, span- 
ning a stream will stand 58 bronze 
statues of gay, sturdy people. Beyond 
these, six bronze giants will support 
a fountain, whose water will pour 
into a rectangular basin. At the 
basin’s corners will rise 20 groups of 
bronze trees in which sculptured chil- 
dren climb, and under which bronze 
figures of youth and old age meet. 

“Farther on, 36 groups of granite 
figures, adorning terraces, will lead 
to a granite monolith 65 feet high, on 
which sculptors have been working 
for several years. At present, this is 
almost half finished. 

“An interesting feature of the park’s 
statues is that they were all modelled 
in clay by one man, Norway’s great 
sculptor, Gustav Vigeland, whose 
works embellish many Norwegian 
cities and towns. Oslo so appreciated 
his work that it erected for him a 
handsome studio which will eventual- 
ly become the Vigeland Museum. As 
such, it will house casts of all the 
sculptor’s works. 


Open Air Museum. 

“Oslo residents imbibing art have 
ample opportunity to ‘come up for 
air’ not only while viewing the statu- 
ary in Vigeland Park, but while visit- 
ing their Folk Museum. The museum 
grounds cover about 350 acres of the 
wooded peninsula, Bygdoy, west of the 
capital. They contain approximately 
9U,000 exhibits. including Viking 
ships, furniture, cooking utensils, farm 
implements, wood carvings and fab- 
rics. Together these give one a splen- 
did idea of Norwegian civic and rural 
craftsmanship from Viking days to 
modern times. 

“In most museums one would have 
to tramp weary miles of marble cor- 
ridors to inspect these treasures. Not 
so in this open-air museum. Many of 
the exhibits are housed in a fine col- 
lection of ancient farmhouses and 
peasant buildings brought to Oslo from 
many parts of the country. The vis- 
itor rambles from one building to 
another through sunny fields or white 
birch woods.”

HEALTH TALKS) Hollywood Today 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


The nursing mother should eat ev- 
erything she would ordinarily eat, 
omitting nothing wholesome for her- 
self out of fear that it may not “agree” 
with the baby. She should have at 
least two fresh cooked vegetables and 
two fresh raw salad greens or vege- 
tables daily. She should have two or 


more kinds of fresh fruit daily, what- 
ever may be in season or available. 
Plenty of pure fresh milk, cream, but- 
ter and eggs help her to nurse the 
baby successfully. She must not avoid 
the “acid” fruits or tomatoes, as these 
really keep the tissues. and blood on 
the alkaline side and are important 
for preventing scurvy. 


The nursing mother usually requires 
an iodin ration just as she did before 
the baby came. She must use no al- 
coholic beverages. She may take tea, 
coffee or cocoa moderately. Aside 
from these special rules, her diet 
should be practically the same as that 
of the rest of the family. It is impor- 
tant, however, that her diet be supple- 
mented by additional rations of vita- 
min B and vitamin D, as will be ex- 
plained later. 

The nursing mother must eat for, 
Say, one and one-fourth, not for two. 
So far as calories are concerned, the 
baby requires a total of 500 calories 
daily at the age of one month, and 
gradually the daily requirement in- 
creases up to 800 at the age of six 
months and 1,000 a day at the age of 
one year. The nursing mother herself 
requires from 2,700 to 3,100 calories 
daily, according to the amount of exer- 
cise, play or work she does daily. 


Many nursing mothers, responding 
to the natural increase in appetite 
which lactation produces, eat too much 
ry rapidly accumulate superfluous 
at. 


I suggest that this undesirable obes- 
ity is due to the consumption of de- 
naturized food, and that the nursing 
mother’s appetite will be satisfied, as 
will the nutritional requirements of 
the baby, by a smaller total intake of 
food provided the mother receives an 
optimal vitamin ration daily, for the 
abnormal craving for denaturized or 
refined carbohydrate food is largely 
due to an instinctive demand for vita- 
mins which such refined food (consti- 
tuting the greater part of everyday 
dietaries) cannot supply. 

The most practical way to insure 
an optimal ration of vitamin B is to 
eat daily at least five ounces of plain 
wheat, cracked and cooked in various 
dishes as you like: or to take at least 
one ounce of pure wheat germ daily. 

The most practical way to insure 
an optimal ration of vitamin D is to 
take from 10 to 20 drops of condol 
daily or viosterol if the greater cost 
of viosterol is not prohibitive. Each 
drop of condol provides approximately 
300 units of vitamin D: a single drop 
of viosterol about 250 units. 

If the nursing mother takes these 
supplementary vitamins along with a 
fairly good diet, her baby will receive 
the benefits through the milk. But if 
for any reason the nursing mother will 
not or cannot take condol (or vioste- 
rol or fish liver oil) then the vitamin 
D supplement. must be given directly 
to the baby either mixed in the bottle 
feeding or as a dose of medicine daily 
—the correct does of condol or vioste- 
rol for the baby is 10 to 15 drops 
daily up to the end of the first year.

Charleyhorse. 

I have a little lump on my leg above 
the ankle, which came when I strained 
a tendon. Would exercise and mas- 
sage help to take it away, or is sur- 
gery necessary? (Mrs. C. P. McK.) 

Answer—As a rule such lumps 
(called “charleyhorse’’) disappear in 
a month or so. The rupture of ten- 
don, however, is followed by scar 
which may permanently impair the 
function of the muscle. To prevent 
that effect, surgical repair of the in- 
jury is sometimes advisable.

BRITAIN RULES WAVES, 
U. 5. NAVY ANNOUNCES 


America Is First in Number 
of Ships, But Second in 
Total Tonnage. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—(4)— 
The wide margin by which Great Bri- 
tain remains the world’s greatest naval 
power—despite the naval building 
spurt by other sea-powers—was shown 
tonight by an official table of com- 
parative data on navies made by the 
Navy Department. The American navy 
boasts the largest number of ships. 

The tabulation showed that’ the 
British navy has the greatest total ton- 
nage of any, and the largest tonnage 
of modern underage ships, and leads 
in the number of aircraft carriers and 
heavy and light cruisers. 

The British navy (as of July 1) was 
reported to ¢onsist of 307 ships of 
1,224,329 tons, of which 157 of 897.- 
258 tons are modern underage ships. 
Sixty-six ships of 225.096 tons were 
listed as under construction 
propriated for. 

Since three of the six British air- 
craft carriers are experimental types 
they may also replace 55,900 tons of 
new ships of that category at any 
time. 

American Position. 

The United States navy consists of 
324 ships of 1,080.715 tons, of which 
94 of 749,145 tons are underxge. 
Ninety-five vessels are under construc- 
tion or appropriated for, and 44,510 
tons more may be laid down before 
December 31. 

Japan, which refused to sign the 
new [London naval pact designed to 
limit tonnage as a guarantee against 
a naval building race, has 213 fight- 
ing ships of 772,797 tons, of which 
150 of 573,589 tons are under the age 
limited designated in the existing 
treaties. 

The Japanese now have 34 ships of 
93.907 tons under construction and are 
permitted to lay down one more ves- 
sel. 

The Italian navy has 191 ships of 


| 403,865 tons, of which 129 of 266,691 


are underage. Thirty-eight ships of 
112,344 tons are under construction 
and Italy may still lay down 105,000 
tons of battleships and 60.000 tons of 
aircraft carriers before the year ends.

The moon is almost a quarter of. 
a million miles distant from the earth, | 
but that :s close compared to other ob- 
jects in the sky. To reach Cleveland | 
that night (and the same would be 
true of any night), a moonbeam need- | 
ed less than one and a half seconds. | 

Cleveland has been a city for a cen- | 
tury, but ite history goes back far- | 
ther than that. One hundred and forty | 
years ago, settlers from Connecticut, | 
under the direction of Moses Cleave- | 
land, chose the spo as a place to live. 
Later it grew into a good-sized vil-| 
lage, and at length was chartered as 
a city. 

The city was named in honor of
